Horse Ridge—Near the base of 
Horse Ridge in the "Big Yosemite 
Mountains” is a lake, neatly snug­ 
gled in the glacial moraines and en­ 
circled to the water edge with those 
not-very-tall, 
thin-barked 
resinous 
pines, so common in the higher areas 
of the Sierra Nevada. 
In its clear 
waters the bare granite slope in the 
immediate background and the sharp 
relief of Horse Ridge are reflected 
among the distinct trees standing up­ 
side down in the clear waters. 


This lake lies well off 
the 
trail, making it difficult to find, 
hence is not visited by the gen­ 
eral public. 
If one is not 
ac­ 
customed to finding 
his 
way 
about in the rough 
mountain 
country he is very likely to find 
himself in the predicament of 
the Indian who somehow could 
not find his tepee and remarked, 
"Indian is not lost, 
tepee 
is 
lost.” So it might be, “Fisher­ 
man is not lost, lake is lost.” 


Some mighty tall fishing tales have 
been told about catches in this lake 
by the favored few who know of it. 
Lake fishing has always 
been 
of 
mediocre success with me but hope 
springs eternal that some day I may 
find out how to catch fish in a lake. 
O f all the types of fishing I 
feel 
there is more sport in 
fly fishing 
along a mountain trout stream. 
So 
my enthusiasm for lake fishing 
is 
more or less spontaneous with the 
hearing of wild tales about 
great 
catches made in some out-of-the-way 
place. 
Underneath this enthusiasm, 
however, is the desire to see new 
country and study the natural his­ 
tory there. 
The combination 
is 
usually sufficient to start me on the 
trail. 


Now the biggest and seem­ 
ingly most reliable tales 
came 
from Ranger Sam King 
with 
whom, in past years, 
I 
have 
spent many pleasant days roam­ 
ing in the high country back of 
Glacier Point. 
The minute 
I 
met him this year he began tell­ 
ing about this lake and the fish 
he had caught there. I had my 
misgivings at once, not about 
the correctness of his estimate 
of the fish in the lake but about 
my ability to catch them. Nev­ 
ertheless I made preparations to 
find the lake. 


"Bud” Jackson, a young man from 
San Mateo, wanted to go along. W e 
drove to Glacier Point and 
from 
there took a trail leading back into 
the high country. 
It is beautiful in 
the high mountains now; the snow 
is practically gone at elevations be­ 
low ten thousand feet, 
and 
only 
patches remain there. 
The weather 
has cleared and now there is only 
an occasional afternoon 
thunder­ 
shower 
that 
is very 
refreshing. 
There are few mosquitoes below sev­ 
enty-five hundred feet and then only 
in swampy spots and meadows. 
As 
a rule one should wait until July to 
camp at high elevations because of 
the mosquitoes before that time. 


On the trail we met Bill 
Stark, a Yosemite Park ranger, 
with whom we had quite a chat. 
However, he was the bearer of 
bad news as he told us that 
Ottoway Creek had been clos­ 
ed to fishing. 
In past years I 
have caught any 
number 
of 
eastern brook trout in Ottoway. 
The Park is trying to establish 
the grayling trout in that part 
of the Park and that is given as 
the 
reason 
for 
closing 
the 
streams in that section. 
Four 
years ago in Grayling lake 
I 
caught the first grayling caught 
in Yosemite waters. The gray­ 
ling does not impress me great­ 
ly when compared to the na­ 
tive rainbow trout. 
After all, 
fly fishing for rainbow, golden 
or steelhead trout is the most 
fun of all. These three fish are 
closely related and all carry the 
family characteristic of 
being 
great fighters. 
And after a so­ 
journ in the frying pan 
they 
turn out to be all that a well- 
cooked trout should be. 


As the day wore on the packs 
became heavy so we 
decided 
to 
camp and go on to the lake early in 
the morning. W e left the packs for 
a few moments to look about that 
section and on returning found two 
bucks had raided them. 
They ate 
one loaf of bread, wrapper and all, 
and were starting in on the second. 
O ne of them was a husky two-point­ 
er with large antlers still in the vel­ 
vet. 
It was surprising how 
tame 
they were. 
That seems to be the 
case with buck deer in the 
back 
country of the Park, but the bear

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C O M M E N T ON T H E NEW TAX BILL 
The much debated tax bill finally passed Con­ 
gress. It was forced through in the closing hours 
by congressmen of both parties who were eager 
to get home and start their political fence-build­ 
ing, comments the Industrial News Review. 
The bill is designed to produce $800,000,000 
a year in new revenue—and though that is a sub­ 
stantial sum of money, it wouldn’t make much of 
a dent in the current deficit. Furthermore, many 
unbiased experts are of the opinion that this fore­ 
cast is extremely optimistic, and that the meas­ 
ure’s proponents are due for a disappointment 
when the returns begin to roll in. 
The bill will raise revenue principally through 
a heavy tax on undistributed corporation income. 
The tax will range from 7 to 27 per cent, and will 
be in addition to a tax of from 8 to 15 per cent 
on all corporation income, whether distributed or 
not. 
What will be the results of such a tax? It will 
discourage investment. That, in turn, will retard 
industrial expansion and prevent employment. 
That, in turn, wil hold back recovery and keep the 
relief rolls bulging. 
You can’t “soak” industry 
and expect it to forge ahead. 
The tax on undistributed income will make it 
difficult or impossible for many corporations to 
build up a surplus. Without a surplus, a corpora­ 
tion is a match in the financial conflagration of a 
depression. 
Since 1929, scores of corporations 
have earned less than they have spent, and have 
only survived by drawing on surpluses build up 
before the crash, when there was opportunity and 
incentive to do so. Had the new tax bill been in 
effect at that time, their surpluses would have 
been much smaller or non-existent—and 
more 
bankruptcy would have followed. 
This tax bill 
is a body blow to business—and some think small 
businesses will find it a heavier burden than large 
businesses. 


A DEAD MAN R E P E N T S 
A man was brought back from the dead in 
San Francisco the other day. The feat was really 
a medical miracle, and in two respects was be­ 
yond anything of its kind ever before accomplish­ 
ed anywhere. The man had committed suicide by 
drinking hydrocyanic acid, usually considered in­ 
stantaneously fatal. 
, 
Half an hour later at the hospital, doctors 
could find no pulse, no respiration. Unquestion­ 
ably, the man was dead—had been, probably, for 
twenty minutes. Then they injected methylene 
blue.Forty minutes later the man was sorry he 
had tried to die, and was loudly demanding food. 
Unfortunately, he brought back no tales from the 
Great Beyond. From the time he took the poison 
until he awakened on the hospital cot, he said, it 
was all a blank.—Brawley News.

I have no regret for w hat has hap­ 
pened. if I had it to do over again 
I wouldn't have anything changed in 
the sm allest particular, my life be­ 
longed then as it belongs now to my 
country." 
And Van gave his life for 
his country just as surely as though 
he had stopped a bullet back in 191S. 
"The sentim ents he expressed are 
nothing new in America. Many men 
have expressed these or sim ilar senti­ 
m ents and have lived up to them . We 
can thank God that we have such men 
in Am erica and that Van was one of 
them ."

Preparing to tam e and harness the 
flood of electrical energy which will 
be poured forth from the huge gener­ 
ato rs at Boulder Dam, M etropolitan 
W ater D istrict engineers will receive 
bids on Ju ly 29 for one of the larg ­ 
est tran sfo rm er installations in 
the 
country. 
Fifteen giant transform ers that will 
"step dow n” Boulder Dam power from 
230,000 volts to 6,900 volts, are to be 
purchased 
for 
installation 
in 
th e 
pum ping p lan ts along the W ater D is­ 
tric t's aqueduct from th e 
Colorado 
river. 
Specifications 
issued 
by 
G eneral 
M anager F. E. W eymouth of the d is­ 
tric t reveal th at each bidder subm it­ 
ting a price on all fifteen of the tra n s­ 
form ers will be required to furnish 
certified checks totaling $72,000 as a 
guaranty th a t the bidder, if aw arded 
a contract, will execute 
a contract 
and fu rn ish proper bond. 
The transform ers which the 
dis­ 
tric t contem plates purchasing will be 
installed a t four of the aqueduct's five 
pum ping stations. 
It is planned th at 
th e fifth statio n will be equipped with 
tran sfo rm ers already owned by 
the 
d istrict, now being used on the con­ 
stru ctio n pow er system of the aque­ 
duct. 
Pow er for aqueduct pum ping will be 
b rought to the aqueduct line from 
B oulder Dam by a 237-mile transm is­ 
sion line w hich is now under construc­ 
tion.

Assem blym an Phillips, In a letter 
to the winners, told them th at the 
eight winning papers have been sent 
to Dr. W alter D exter, form er presi­ 
dent of W hittier College, and 
now 
executive secretary to Governor Frank 
M erriam . 
Dr. D exter will select the 
best paper, of the eight, and this stu­ 
dent will be aw arded a "grand prize" 
of an additional $15. 
Mr. Phillips said, in his letter to 
the w inners: 
"W hen I offered a few prizes, some 
weeks ago, for essays on "W hat Gov- ‘ 
ernm ent Means to Me," I did not 
realize I hat I was suggesting a con­ 
test at a tim e when many 
of 
the 
schools were interested in two other 
prize contests, nor th at the reading 
of the 121 essays subm itted 
would 
come at a time when I was unusually 
busy. 
"I have enjoyed reading the essays 
and th e conest was very much w orth­ 
while, and 1 hope th a t none of the 
contestants will be disappointed either 
with the delay, nor with the aw ards. 
"It was not easy to decide. In some 
cases. Mrs. Phillips and I read and 
reread certain papers, and even then 
had difficulty in deciding. 
W herever 
possible, we decided in favor of a 
paper 
th at 
Bhowed 
indications 
of 
thoughtfulness, as com pared with the 
repetition of w hat had evidently been 
taught, or discussed in class. 
It was 
quite evident th at several schools had 
used the contest as the basis for class 
work, with a resulting sim ilarity be­ 
tween papers, and expressions, th at 
made it harder for the judges. 
"Also, w nerever possible, we decid­ 
ed in favor of a paper th at dealt less 
in generalities than in some specific 
and understanding com m ent on the 
relation of governm ent to everyday 
life. 
T h at was w hat I hoped to bring 
out in m ore papers. 
W e, m ost of us, 
know th e generalities about govern­ 
m ent, and that th is is a democracy, as 
opposed to certain European form s, 
and a fte r reading 121 papers I am en­ 
tirely convinced th at this is "a gov­ 
ernm ent of the people, by the people 
and for the people"—but we som e­ 
tim es do not realize how governm ent 
enters our life, very practically, when 
we are born, and does not leave it 
until we die, nor how closely our suc­ 
cess and our happiness depend on the 
proper adm inistration of governm ent. 
Taxes and licenses and speed laws 
and o th er regulations of all sorts are 
only indications of an 
ever-present 
governm ent, 
th e control of which, 
w hether or not we realize it and ex­ 
ercise th e control, rests entirely in 
our own hands. 
“W e did not look too 
closely 
to 
composition and spelling! 
I said in 


my announcem ent th at It was w hat 
was said that would count, not length, 
nor appearance. Really, though, don’t 
you think th at by th e last couple 
years of high school, we ought 
to 
know the difference betw een a comma 
and a period, and how to spell privi­ 
lege, magic, m onetary, ought, uncon­ 
cernedly, prevalent and a few other 
words like these? 
"It was Interesting to observe how 
recent trends in governm ent have af­ 
fected tlie thinking of the students. 
The C. C. C. cam ps, and the general 
relief programs w ere m entioned 
in 
m any papers, but some spread govern­ 
m ent pretty far, and took in the W est­ 
ern Union and the banks. 
It is hu­ 
man to pick out the things n ear us, 
which we understand, and see. 
I was 
trying to make you think of govern­ 
m ent as something as near to you in 
ALL its phases, as the speed law s you 
m entioned so m any tim es. T hese you 
understand. 
They w ere all in your 
everyday life. 
All of governm ent íb 
ju st as close to you. 
“Som e boy and some girl missed 
an easy chance to m ake $5, and in 
several cases, only one contestant, of 
the sex opposite to the winner, as­ 
sured himself, or herself, of the sec­ 
ond prize. 
Evidently some schools 
did not notice th at I announced that 
if the first prize w ere given to a boy, 
the second prize would be given to a 
girl, and vice versa. 
"As I said, I am very well satisfied 
with th is first contest. 
If the schools 
approve, I would like to offer a sim ­ 
ilar prize next year. 
Next tim e I 
shall try to m ake the subject a little 
more specific—m aybe I’ll ask for a 
suggestion for the im provem ent 
of 
governm ent, or m aybe I’ll ask some­ 
thing about local governm ent. 
That 
latter thought sounds interesting. 
“T he eight winning papers now go 
to Sacram ento, w here they will
